the oppressiveness of the present 
scales of ‘taxation, that a reduc- 
tion, rather than an increase, will 
be the next step. _ The whole 
speech must have. fallen very 
pleasantly on British ears. For 
many ‘years the people have 
accustomed themselves to ever- 
increasing’ burdens: every suc- 
ceeding Budget Day has been’a 
warning to them td take another 
hole in their belts. For the first 
time the process is arrested, Their 
troubles are not over—not by a 
very long way—but all the signs 
are, at least, that from now 
onwards the appalling expendi- 
ture of the war years will be on 
the decline, and that corréspond- 
ingly less will be demanded; They 
have - made, - indeed, colossal 
sacrifices not merely of life and 
leisure, but of money. During 
the 54 years of war, as Sir John 
Anderson explained yesterday, 
Great Bfitain’s expenditure has 
amounted to thé. almost incon- 
ceivable sum of £27,400,000,000 
—of' which not les than 
£13,000,000,000, or 49 per cent., 
has been met out of taxation. 
Never in history can so severe a 
toll have been levied upon the 
pockets of any people. Nobody 
would have believed before the 
war that they could have borne 
it; and the fact that they have 
borne it without complaint is a 
high tribute to their steadfastness 
and patriotism. 

They are, however, by no means 
out of the wood. The Chancellor 
gives no promise of any early 
return to what now looks like the 
absurdly low level of pre-war 
taxation. Serious reductions, as 
he indicates, will depend on 
various important factors—and 
on one factor in particular. “ If,” 


{said Sir John Anderson, “we 


build a world in which we can 
avoid continual expenditure on 
defence on a vast scale, and in 
which employment is maintained 
and efffciency progressively 
increased, we can reduce taxation, 
as well as carrying out the pro- 
grammes Of social improvement 
to which we have set our hands.” 
In other words, some such order 
of world security as was outlined 
at the Dumbarton Oaks Con- 
ference — or an improvement 
thereon—is essential to Great 
Britain’s prosperity. So long as 
the danger of. war exists, so long 
she, like every other nation, must 
be ready to maintain formidable, 
and correspondingly expensive, 
fighting services. In such circum- 
stances, the burden of the new 
social security systems which 
have been pfomised to the British 
people would be well nigh 
intolerable. Defence is the largest 
single item in the Budget of our 
own small State; yet it bears po 
such relationship to the total cost 
of government as the maintenance 
of standing armies, navies and 
air forces will bear to the 
Budgets of the Great Powers 
if a new world of mutual 
trust does not rise from the 
ashes of Europe and Asia. Of 
all the United Nations, Britain 
stands in special need of pro- 
longed peace, Hef territory. may 
not have suffered so severely as 
Russia’s, but. her resources are 
smaller than those of either 
Russia or the United States, and 
the drain upon them has been 
enormously heavier. Peace’ is 
her first requisite for renewed 
prosperity: hard work, and a 
continuation of sacrifice, are the 
second. She must struggle to 
regain her export trade, and to 
that end, as the Chancellor ex- 
plains, her people must be pre- 
pared to. do without many of 
the comforts that they might have 
been expecting to enjoy after the 
war's end, There must be no 
unnecessary expenditure: if, the 
belt is loosened, it must be 
loosened very gradually. Never- 
theless, Britain can take comfort 


that the frenzies of war finance 
are virtually over. “ The phase 
of. not counting the cost has to 
come to an end,” he says, “ or
